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'79th Packard Build ing Completed on 
24th Birthday of 1st Packard Plant 








ETROIT, Nov. 12.—Building 

No. 21, the seventy-ninth in 
the group of struc ures which 
forms the big Packard Motor Car 
Company factory, has just been 
completed and occupied. 

The new buiidirfg is dwarfed by 
a huge structure which extends 
along Concord Avenue from East 
Grand Boulevard almost to Harper 
Avenue, alongside which it stands. 
Yet it is in itself a factory which 
would be considered more than ordi- 
nary even in a good-sized city. 

Building 21 has assumed impor- 
tance in “Packard City,” because 
it was completed on the twenty- 
feurth anniversary of the occu- 
pancy of the first Packard factory 

in Detroit, and is located almost 
on the same site as the original 
structure. Although it represents 
only 175,000 square feet in the to- 
tal 3,200,000 square feet of floor 
area in the plant now. twenty- 

four years ago it would have con- 
siderably overshadowed the entire 

Packard factory in size and far 
surpassed it in structural details 
and building equipment. 

The new building was erected in 








record time. It has a frontage of 
190 feet and 382 feet long, extending 
from Concord Avenue to Packard 
Avenue, the main thoroughfare 
through the Packard factory. It has 
four floors and a glass covered court 
60 feet by 320 feet. It is designed 
to carry several additional stories. 
Conforming to the other factory 
buildings of the plant it is of heavy 
reinforced concrete and brick con- 
struction. 

The building was entirely complet- 
ed in exactly sixty days, which the 
contractors believe to be a new rec- 
ord for the erection of a flat slab 
concrete structure of such size.

Liquor Law Effects 
Cause Reaction 
In Ohio 

OLUMBUS, 0O., Dec. 12.—Auto- 
mobile dealers who have lost 
cars, money and mortgages under 
Federal liquor law confiscations 
will be the beneficiaries of legisla- 
tion supported by the Ohio Coun- 
cil, National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association, accerding to J. W. 
Tarbill, chairman of the board of 
governors of the Ohio dealer body. 

Under present national laws, when 
a car is seized with liquor in it, it is 
confiscated by the government and 
finally sold. The proceeds are turned 
over to the United States treasury. 
The wrongdoer is out the car, but if 
the car has on it a mortgage, given 
in part payment of the price, not 
only is the wrongdoer out the car 
but the dealer is out the value of 
his mortgage. 

Confusion in existing conditions 
was brought about through the in- 
terpretation of a section of a law 
passed in 1866 and by the national 
prohibition act. The Volstead jaw 
provides that where a mortgage is 
held by a dealer when a car is seized 
the dealer may satisfy his mortgage 
from the proceeds of the govern- 
ment sale first, and the balance will 
be paid to the United States treas- 
ury. However, prohibition agents 
have made car seizures under sec- 


| tion 3450, a revenue law passed in 


1866, which provides for outright 
confiscation. 

It will be the effort of the Ohio 
Council, N. A. D. A. to bring the 
prohibition unit procedure into con- 
formity with the legislation actu- 
ally put into the Volstead law, but 
the effects of which have been nul-

Tin plate declines from a nominal 
asking price of $5.50 per base box to 
$5.25 for the first half, 1928.
